THE MISSION OF 

VARIOUS HEDGE PLANTS 

LANDSCAPE garden 
!No j Is hardly 


spite of its being so common, it 
is very satisfactory as a hedge 
plant. It is quick growing, hardy 
and inexpensive. Nurseries keep 
I large supplies of it on hand in 
I boxes of 100 plants to a box 
I which sell at a surprisingly low 
j price. There are several varieties 
! of privet. The best one, we be- 
i lieve, is the small leaved variety 
I which is called Nepal Privet. The 
I large green leaved variety is the 
j Japanese Privet, and the yeliow 
leaved variety is the Golden 
I Privet. 

Although guava plants are not 
j commonly used as hedges, we like 
; to recommend them for this pur- 
i pose. 

Here is a hedge that will be 
very handsome to look at and at 
the same time will be very useful. 
The dark green, glossy foliage is 
j as fine appearing as any plant 
; you could grow, and the fruit is 
uncommonly good to eat, especial¬ 
ly in jelly. The fruit also has a 
market value, as it is used by 
commercial preserve houses for 
making guava jelly for the mar- 

I ket. 

I The Fiejoa or Pineapple Guava 
I also makes a splendid hedge. The 
I foliage is a dark grey-green and 
; the flowers are red and quite 
I good looking. The pineapple guava 
i also makes a delicious jelly but 
I does not have the market value 
‘ of the Strawberry guava. 

I have often advised planting a 
i guava hedge across the lot in 
back of the house to divide the 
! orchard part of the property from 
‘ the ornamental part, although it 
, would make a desirable hedge 
anjrw'here on the grounds where 
a medium sized one is required.
